The Liberal Central Association is the official organization and headquarters 
of the Liberal Party. 

The Association maintains the necessary offices in Parliament Street for the 
Chief Whip of the Party and for the permanent officials of the Liberal 
Central Aasodation. In these offices correspondence is carried on and 
constant interviews arranged with candidates, officials, and leading Liberals 
in the constituencies. The Central Association is the medium through which 
Liberal Associations in search of candidates, and Liberal candidates seebdng 
constituencies, are brought into touch with each other ; it stimulates local action 
in looking after the registration of voters ; it undertakes an annual canvass of 
the London out-voters, and reports the result to the various Associations; it 
obtains legal advice for Agents on technical points and fresh phases of registra- 
tion and election law ; it publishes and circulates gratuitously to Liberal Agents 
from time to time digests and summaries of Official documents bearing upon 
their woric ; and ffenm% furthers the Par^ interests in these and other ways. 

The Chief Liberal Whip is ea^-offieio Chairman of the Association. An 
Executive and a General Committee, consisting of Liberal Peers, Members of 
Parliament, and prominent Liberals, are elected yearly. 

The Annual Subscription to the Association is four guineas, which may be 
compounded by a single payment of fifty guineas.

FouvDED in 1877, the Inaugural Meeting was held at Birmingham, and 
was attended by Mr. Gladstone, who, in an historic speech, w^x>med th^ 
formation of the new orsanization. 

The Federation is a Union of Liberal Associations established on a popular 
and representative basis. AU AssoeUUionSt thus constUtU&d, are eligtbls for 
oMiaUon, No interference with the local independence of the Federated Asso- 
dations is involved. Each Association arranges the details of its own oiganisar 
tioD and administers its own affairs ; but from time to time, and on all oocasioiis 
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2 CHIEF LIBERAL OBOANIZATION8, 

of emergency, representatives from all the Associations in union are convened to 
consider the course of action which may be recommended to their respective 
constituents. No formal political programme is submitted for general ac- 
ceptance ; but tiie opinion of Liberals on current questions is, as occasion may 
require, promptly and authoritatively ascertained. Thus the whole strength and 
resources of the parbr may be concentrated upon the promotion of such legisla- 
tion as is, by ^neral consent, deemed of the first importance. 

The essential principle of the Federation is the participation of all members 
of the party in the formation and direction of its policy, and in tiie selection of 
those particular measures of reform and progress to which priority shall be given. 
This object can onlv be secured by the organization of the party upon a repre- 
sentative basis ; that is, by popularly elected local Assoaations, and by tiie 
union of such Associations in a general Federation. 

* The Federation is designed to assist the formation of Liberal Associations on 
a popular representative basis, throughout the country ; to bring such organisar 
tions into union, so that by this means the opinions of Liberals, on measures to 
be supported or resisted, may be readily and authoritatively ascertained ; and to 
aid in concentrating, upon the promotion of reforms found to be generally 
desired, the whole force, strength, and resources of the Liberal Party.' — [Extrcujt 
from the original statem&nt of * the proposed objects of a National Federation of 
Liberal Associations,^] 

The Constitution of the Federation is as follows : — 

(1) An Executive Committee consisting of the Officers with not more than 
twenty other members (Members of Parliament being ineligible) elected by 
ballot by the General Committee at its first meeting in each year. Its functions 
are : — 

To consider representations from the Federated Associations ; to prepare 
the business for meetings of the Council and General Committee ; to pre- 
pare the resolutions for these meetings ; and generally to carry on the omcial 
business of the Federation. 

(2) A General Committee, consisting of the Officers and Executive Committee 
together with representatives of each of the Federated Associations and all 
Liberal Members of Parliament; each Liberal Association representing the 
whole of a Parliamentary Constituency c^pointing three members, and Associa- 
tions other than those representing an entire constituency appointing one 
member. Its functions are : — 

(a) To aid in the formation of Liberal Associations based on popular 
representation, and generally to promote the objects of the Federation. 

(6) To submit to the Federated Associations political questions and 
measures upon which united action may be considered desirable. 

(c) To elect at its first meeting in each year a Chairman of Committee and 
an jBxecutive Committee, and from time to time to give any instructions it 
thinks fit to that Committee. 

(3) A Council, consisting of the Officers and Executive Committee together 
with representatives of each of the Federated Associations and all Oberal 
Members of Parliament, each Liberal Association rraresenting the whole of a 
Parliamentary Constituency appointing one member for every thousand electors 
or fraction of one tiiousand electors, and Associations other than those repre- 
senting an entire constituency appointing members not exceeding three for any 
one Association. Its functions are : — 

To express in its discretion by resolution the opinions of the Libera] Tarty 
on such questions as are deemed by general consent to be of the first im- 
portance, and generally to act as the authoritative and representative 
mouthpiece of the rank and file of the Liberal Party throughout England 
and Waies.

The Scottish Liberal Association is a Federation of all the Liberal Associa- 
tions of Scotland. It is divided into two sections — ^the headquarters of the 
Eastern Section being at 95 Princes Street, Edinbuigh, and that of the Western 
Section at 7 West George Street, Glasgow. It has affiliated to it all the Liberal 
organications in the Scottish constituencies, by whom representatives are sent 
to form the General Council and the Executive Council of the Association. The 
former consists of twelve members from each constituency, elected by the local 
Liberal Associations, and the latter of one member from each constituency, 
cdected in a simUar manner. The General Council holds an Annual Meeting 
either in Edinburgh or Glasgow for the transaction of business, and in addition 
holds at least one other meeting each year in the provinces, when questions of 
policy and of the various phases of political action are duly considered. 

Through means of its agents in the constituencies the Association is kept in 
constant touch with the requirements of Scottish Liberalism, and is thus in a 
position to advise on aU qjuestions which may arise. It gives advice and assist- 
ance in all matters pertaining to Registration and Election law, and is always 
in a positicm to obtain the opinion of Counsel on any points wlidch may arise» 
and carries Registration Appeab through the Superior Courts. 

The origin of the Association goes rack to the ggreat davs of 1880, when Mr. 
Gladstone was canying through his snreat campaijgn in Midlothian. In these 
days it was known as uie North and East of Scotland Liberal Associatiant and 
had its headquarters in Edinbuigh. Following upon this, an organisation was 
started in Glasgow under the titte of the ScouSh Liberal Federation. These two 
bodies continue each to carrv on political work within their own spheres until 
1887, when they were amalgamated under the titie of the Scotti^ Liberal 
Association^ and they have ccmtinued to carty on their work under that designa- 
tion ever since. 
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Sir Heiuy CampbeU-Bannerman has held the office of Pkresident since Lord 
Rosebenr resigned it ^ 1900, while liie Master of EUbank, the Liberal Whip for 
Scotland!, acts as HonOnuy Treasurer. Liberal Peers and Members for Scotland 
are all Honorary Members of the Association, while all the Office-bearers are 
elected annually. The Annual Subscription to the Association for Honorary 
Members is not less than one pound, but there is a large number of Subscribers 
who pay less sums, the amount of the Subscription being entirely optional.

The London Liberal Federation consists of the members of the representative 
Liberal and Radical Association in every London constituency, together with 
the members of such Women's Liberal Associations as number not less than 100 
members, and are recognised by the Executive Committee of the Federation as 
representative of the women in their respective constituencies. 

The Federation is governed by a Council and an Executive Committee, the 
former consisting of six representatives elected by each of the London Liberal 
Associations, and of one representative from each affiliated Women's Association. 

The Officers and the Executive Cgmmittee are elected by the Council at its 
Annual Meeting at the beginning of the year. 

Tlie Federation aims at co-ordinating and strengthening the Liberal Associa- 
tions throughout the Metropolis. It assists and advises Liberal Associations 
with regard to Registration and Organization ; it prepares and distributes litera- 
ture on current political questions, and generally acts as the Central Organization 
of the Party for London.

The Women's Liberal Federation was formed in 1886 by the Federation oi 
fifteen Women's Liberal Associations. The first Council Meeting of representat- 
ives was held in 1887, when the approximate membership of the Federation 
was 6000. Its past Presidents are: Mrs. W. E. Gladstone, 1887 to 1893; The 
Countess of Aberdeen, 1893 to 1894; The Countess of Carlisle, 1894 to 1902 ^ 
The Countess of Aberdeen, 1902 to 1906. 
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The objects of the Federation are :— 

(1) To promote the adoption of Liberal principles in the govemment of the 
country. 

(2) To promote just legislatioQ for women (including the local and Parlia- 
mentarv mnchise for all women, married, single, or widowed, who possess anir 
of the leffal qualifications which entitle men to yote), and the removal of all 
their 1^^ disabilities as dtixens. 

(3) To protect the interests of children. 

(4) To advance political education by meetings, lectures, arid the distribution 
of literature. 

(5) To promote a Women*s Liberal Association in every constituency, and 
also uie admission of women to Membership in any existing Liberal Associations. 

(6) To bring into union all Liberal Associations of which women are members, 
and so to encourage their co-operation in the promotion of reform. 

The affairs of the Federation are managed by a Council, consisting of elected 
delegates from the affiliated Associations, and the Hon. Officers ana Executive 
Committee for the time being. This meets annuallv to discuss the Policy of the 
Federation, which is only alterable by the Council ; and to elect Hon. Officers 
and an Executive Committee to conduct the business of the Federation subject 
to the approval of the Council. 

The number of affiliated Women*s Liberal Associations in October, 1906, 
was 590, with an approximate membership of 81,000.

The Women*s National Liberal Association is a union of Local Liberal Asso- 
ciations and of individuals desirinff to co-operate with one another, and with the 
National Liberal Federation, for the furtherance of Liberal thought and Liberal 
policy, which naturally includes just legislation for women, and Uie protection of 
the interests of children. 

There is no interference with the local independence of affiliated Asso- 
ciations. Every Association arranges the details of its own organization, 
administers its own affairs, and initiates its own policy. 

The essential principle of the Women's National Liberal Association is the 
preservation of absolute liberty of local action on the part of all members and 
Associations in dealing with questions about which there is a difference of 
opinion within the Liberal Party, and at the same time the maintenance of a 
common centre of action for the purpose of dealing with those about which there 
is no such difference. 

The function of the Executive Committee is therefore strictly limited to the 
transaction of business, and the promotion of such legislation as is by the 
general consent of the Liberal Party deemed of the first importance. 
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Vice-Presidents pay a minimum Annual Subscription of one guinea ; Memben 
subscribe at least one shilling annually, and all Subscriptions and Affiliation Feet 
are payable on election, and thereafter on 1st January.

The Scottish Women's Liberal Federation was formed in 1891 with th< 
following objects : — 

(1) To promote and extend the knowledge of Liberal principles. 

(9) To promote the formation of Women's Liberal Associations ir 
Scotland, and to afford to them a centre from which information on, and 
assistance in, political matters can at any time be obtained. 

(3) To promote intercourse and united action between the Women's 
Liberal Associations of Scotland, without compromising their independence oi 
in any way interfering with their Constitution, llules, or local authority. 

(4) To secure just and equal legislation and representation for women, 
espedally with r^erence to the Parliamentary Franchise; the removal ol 
all legal disabilities on account of sex ; and the protection of the interests oi 
children. 

(5) To communicate information and arouse interest among women on 
political and social questions both of general and of local interest, by meetings, 
lectures, and individual effort. 

The Federation consists of all organizations of Liberal Women numbering 
not less than twenly-five members, and of any Liberal Association which has 
admitted women to its membership, on payment of an affiliation fee. Libera! 
Women in any district where there is no loced Women's Liberal Association ma;^ 
also join on payment of a small fee. 

Its affairs are managed by a Council, which consists of representatives ftron 
each Federated Association and of the Executive Committee. The Councl 
meets annually in spring, when the Executive Committee is elected for the veai 
and the policy of the Federation discussed. According to the last return, then 
are 103 affiliated Associations, with an ag^egate membership of 14,000. 

The Scottish Liberal WomevCa Ma^azms Tprice 1^. a year, or 28. post free), 
edited by the President, Lady Marjorie Smclair, is issued monthly by the 
Federation. It aims at gathering together points bearing on the chief questions 
before the country, ana reminding its reaaers of notable utterances by public 
men during the current month, with the object of helping Liberal workers. II 
is also a useful medium of information, discussion, and suggestion between the 
various Branches of the S.W.L.F. 

A Lending Libraiy of works on political and social questions, blue books 
&c., is kept at the office of the Federation, from which all members of Women'i 
Liberal Associations throughout Scotland may borrow free of charge.

The * Eighty * Club was originally formed in the year 1880, shortly before the 
General Election of that year, with the object of promoting Liberal Education, 
and of stimulating Liberal organization, especially with reference to the election 
which was shortiy to take place. The necessit^r for some such body was felt in 
consequence of the numerous applications received by the Central Association 
of tiie Liberal Party for the assistance of Speakers and Lecturers at meetings, 
both in London and the countrr. 

Since that time it has been felt desirable to continue the work for which the 
Club was originally formed, and at a meeting in February, 1881, at the House 
of Commons, it was determined that the Club should be placed on a permanent 
basis, with the intention of carrying out the above objects, and of supplying, as 
far as possible, the want experienced by Local Associations. 

The Club consists of a number of gentiemen who are willing to give assistance 
by spealdng at Clubs, Debating Societies, Liberal Associations, Public Meetings, 
and also by delivering Lectures on political subjects. 

Committees of local organizations are invited to communicate with the 
Secretary, stating (1) the subject preferred; (2) the date, time, and place of 
meeting; (3) the number of persons the hall holos ; and (4) the probable number 
present. A series of meetings can be arranged for if desired. No fee is chaiged. 

Election to the Club is by ballot, and candidates must be proposed and 
seconded by members of the Qub. 

The Annual Subscription is one guinea, and the Entrance Fee is one guinea 
for candidates under 30, tiiree guineas for candidates between 30 and 40, and ten 
guineas for candidates over 40.

The Objects of the National Reform Union are : — 

(1) The dissemination of political knowledge, and the furtherance of Liberal 
Organization, especially in the County Constituencies. 

(2) The promotion and agitation of any leading question which an important 
section of the Liberal Party may from time to time place before the nation, and 
in regard to which it may be thought desirable to move and instruct public 
opinion. 

The National Reform Union was founded at a great Conference held hi 
Manchester in 1864, over which Mr. George Wilson presided, and at which many 
of tiie leaders of the Anti-Corn-Law League were present. Their object was to 
concentrate and focus in one National Organization the several forces which 
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were working in difFerent parts of the country for the Parliamentary Reform 
which was obtained by the Reform Act of 1867. After that the efforts of the 
Union were directed to many other Reforms for the accomplishment of which 
the country had to thank the Liberal Administration of 1868-1874. The defeat 
of the Liberal Party in 1874, and the necessity of reorganizing the militant 
forces of Liberalism, led to the reconstitution of the Union on a still wider basis 
at a Conference held in Manchester in December, 1875, at which Mr. John 
Morley was the principal speaker. Numbers of Branches were formed in all 
parts of the country, and a large staff of lectiu*ers was employed to arouse and 
educate the constituencies. 

To this educational work, both by lectures and by the dissemination of 
leaflets and pamphlets, the resources of the Union have been ever since 
directed. 

The terms of Membership of the Union are (a) for individuals an Annual 
Subscription of \s, and upwards, (6) for Clubs and Associations an Annual Sub- 
scription of 9U. Every Branch is represented on the General Council by its 
officers and two delegates appointed annually, and they, as well as every 
subscribing member, are entitled to attend and vote both at the Annual 
Meetings, when the Honorary Officers are elected and the policy of the Union 
is determined for the ensuing year, and at any Special Meetings which may 
be called at political crises.

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PARLIAMENT 

AND 

PARLIAMENTARY PROOEDrRE. 

[UnZesa otherwise stated, the reftrtnce. is to the House of Commons.] 



ADMISSION. 

Entrance to the Palace of Westminster is free to all, by the doorway in Old 
Palace Yard, opposite St. Margaret's Church, at any time when the Legislature 
is sitting, but the visitor must remain in the Central Hall (or Outer Lobby) 
unless he has a ticket of admission to either House. This can be obtained 
through a Peer or a Member respectively ; but, in the case of the House of Com- 
mons, places in the Members* Gallery, owing to the increasing demand, have 
now to be balloted for, and Members are requested to make application seven 
clear days before the seats are needed. In the Commons, three places are set 
apart for visitors — the Distinguished Strangers' Gallery, the Strangers* Gallery, 
and certain benches Under the Gallery ; while there are the Peers* Gallery and 
the Ladies* Gallery. Admission to this last also has to be balloted for before- 
hand by Members, because of the great demand for the few seats ; but in the 
Lords, lady visitors can sit in the ordinary gallery with their male friends. On 
Saturdays throughout the year, and on Easter and Whit Mondays and 
Tuesdays, except when either House is sitting, visitors are culmitted to view 
the Palace of Westminster between the hours of ten and four, by tickets freely 
obtainable at an entrance near the Victoria Tower, at the House of Lords end. 

ADJOURNMENT- 

Of the Sitting. 

Except by special resolution, the consideration of contentious business in the 
Commons is suspended at eleven on the first four days of each week, and at five 
on Fridays ; and, after the disposal of any remaining and unopposed orders 
of the dav, the House adjourns upon motion made, usually by a Minister ; 
though, if the sitting continue until half-past eleven in the former case, or half- 
past five in the latter, the Speaker adjourns the House without question put. 
In case of grave disorder, the Speaker can either adjourn the House or suspend 
a sitting at his discretion. The House also stands adjourned if the Speaker 
finds, upon his attention being called, that forty Members are not in the Chamber, 
save that no * count ' can take place at an evening sitting between a quarter 
after eight and a quarter after nine ; while, if at any time before four on Friday 
forty Members are not present, the Speaker withdraws until that hour, unless 
the required quorum be previously msule, but if they be not there then, he 
adjourns the House. 

For a Recess. 

The Commons can adjourn, not only from day to day, but for a given period 
by way of recess. The latter course is invariably adopted at Easter and 
Whitsuntide, the length of the holiday varying with the amount of work the 
Ministry has to do, or wishes to be done; and it is sometimes taken in the 
early autumn when it is desired to complete the business of the session without 
breaking into the customary holiday period. There is then an adjournment 
resolved upon, and an ' autumn sitting held, the Bills being taken up at the 
resumption at the stage they had reached earlier in the session. If Parliament 
has been prorogued at the customary date, and has to be summoned at an 
earlier date than had been intended, because of some national emergency, an 
' autumn session ' is necessary, when all business has to be begun afr-esh. 
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Motions for. 

A member has power to propose after questions that the House shall adjourn 
for the purpose of discussing a definite matter of urgent public importance ; 
and, if not fewer than forty rise in their places to support him, the motion 
comes on for debate at a quarter past eight. It is for the Speaker to decide 
whether the question submitted is * a definite matter of urgent pubHc import- 
ance,' and the motion must neither raise a question substantially identical with 
one already decided in the same session nor anticipate discussion upon a Bill or 
motion of which notice stands on the paper. For the consequences of this last 
restriction, see Blocking Motions, 

BILLS. 

Every Member is entitled to submit a project of law in the shape of a Bill, 
and, in addition to the measures brought forward by Ministers, generally known 
as Government BiUs, and by private Members — Inivate Members' Bills — ^there 
are Private Bills and Provisional Order Confirmation Bills. The two former 
classes deal with legislation affecting the whole, or a defined section, of the body 
pohtic, while the two latter are concerned with projects promoted by municipal 
bodies, public companies, or private individuals for local or personal objects ; 
but all classes have to be read three times in each House before they can be 
sent to the Sovereign for assent. Government Bills are those introauced by- 
Members of the Administration in accordance with promises given in the Speech 
from the Throne, or in Parliament or on the platform. They have precedence 
on certain days and at specified periods of tne session, and, if desired by the 
Ministry promptly to be passed, have special facilities afforded them. Private 
Members Bills have to take their chance in a ballot for places, and their intro- 
ducers select the vacant date on the order paper which promises to enable the 
ensuing stage to be reached early. Fridays up to nearly the end of the session 
are set apart for their consideration ; but, although the closure may be invoked 
to secure their second reading, no Private Members' Bill which is opposed by a 
determined minority has, in present circumstances, a chance of passing unless 
assisted by the Government. Every measure has to be ' backed ' by the names 
of its introducer and certain Members who support it, not exceeding a dozen, 
and it may be accompanied by a non-contentious memorandum explaining its 
provisions. After being reaa a first time, which is normally a formal step, 
and a second, which is a disputed one, it has to be considered in committee, 
usually of the whole House ; but it may be referred to a Standing or a Select Com- 
mittee (see Committees), from which it is reported to the House. The objects of 
Private Bills have to be advertised before the schemes are presented to Parlia- 
ment, and they have to comply with certain Standing Orders previous to being 
introduced, and when brought in have to be * backed ' by a Member, usually 
representing the district most nearly affected. Upon being read a second time 
— a stage very seldom opposed — ^they are referred to a committee of four 
Members, whose decision upon both the principle and the details is, in the very 
Isuge majority of instances, accepted as final. Provisional Order Confirmation 
Biffs are brought forward by a representative of the Government Department 
which has issued, under statutory powers, the provisional order requiring legis- 
lative sanction ; and they may be referred to a Joint Committee of both Houses, 
but this is a course adopted with extreme rarity. 

BLOCKING MOTIONS. 

There are two kinds of blocking motions, one to hinder the progress of a Bill, 
and the other to prevent a subject being debated.. The former is a simple notice 
of rejection, which serves, until withdrawn, to stop a measure from being pro- 
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ceeded with after midnight on the first four days of the week or half-past five on 
Friday. The latter is a notice to call attention on ' an early day ' to the subject 
in question, with the addition of an intention to move a resolution, the terms of 
which are sometimes given. It has been ruled, with increasing strictness of 
recent years, that, in tiie words of May's Parliamentary Practice, ' a motion is 
out of order which anticipates, not only a matter standing on the notice paper 
as an order of the day, or as a notice of a motion, or an amendment appointed 
for a future day, but also a matter of which public notice has been given in the 
House, at the time when notices are given, or a notice of motion standing as a 
notice for which no special day is fixed.' As a consequence, a Member who 
desires to prevent discussion of a subject inconvenient to his party, hands in a 
notice of motion which he does not intend to move, and with the terms of which 
he may himself disagree ; and this, by the official ruling, prevents debate as 
long as it remains on the paper, whence it can be removed only by the Member 
concerned, who may place it thereon at the opening of the session and leave the 
country for the remainder, secure in the power of his * blocking motion ' to stifie 
discussion. 

BUDGET, THE. 

The Budget is the speech of the Chancellor of the Exchequer, containing an 
account of the national revenue and expenditure for the previous financial year 
and the Government's proposals for raising the revenue of the coming one ; and 
it is usually laid before the House of Commons towards the end of April or in 
the earliest days of May. The proposals are at once submitted to the Commons 
in the form of resolutions ; and upon the adoption of the first (which is cus- 
tomarily non-contentious and is passed the night the Budget is opened), the 
whole of the suggested taxes are immediately levied. After the House has 
discussed all the proposals, the resulting resolutions form the basis of the 
annual Finance Bill, which has then to go through the usual course of 
Government measures, except that it can be discussed after midnight, and 
cannot be altered in any detail by the House of Lords, which must either accept 
or reject it as it has come from tne Commons. If any of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer's proposals aifecting the amount of an impost be amended or with- 
drawn during the progress of the resolutions or the Finance Bill through the 
House of Commons, the money already levied, as a consequence of the pro- 
ceedings on Budget night, is returned. 

BUSINESS, ARRANGEMENT OF. 

Broadly speaking, the business of Parliament is divided into two well-defined 
sections, public and private, the former dealing with national or imperial, and 
the latter with local or personal, concerns. But of more interest to the legis- 
lator is a further division of the former into Government and Private Members' 
business. Government business includes not only Ministerial Bills, but 
the whole of the country's financial affairs ; and an increasing degree of 
precedence and other facilities for its progress has of late years been accorded 
to it in the Commons. It has precedence at every sitting except the evening 
sittings on Tuesdays and Wednesdays, which commence at a quarter past eight, 
without any previous interruption of business, and the sitting on Fridays ; but 
the Tuesday evening sitting is given to the Government by Standing Order 
after Easter and the Wednesday one after Whitsun, and only the third and 
fourth Fridays after Whit Sunday are reserved to private Members when that 
holiday has been passed. As the Friday sitting occupies for effective purposes 
only live hours, and the Tuesday and Wednesday evening sittings not quite 
three hours, the time allowed to uie 635 private Members for making progress 
with their Bills or moving their resolutions is, therefore, extremely limited; 
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and It is not Infrequently the more contracted by the Government movinff to 
take the whole time of the House at even an earlier date than is provided by 
Standing Orders, while it is still further lessened by the provision tnat oppo9ed 
Private Bills shall be discussed at the commencement of the evening sittings. 
Yet some four hundred Members ballot at the opening of every Session for a 
chance to bring forward a Bill or move a resolution. 

dOMMITTEES. 

From the point of view of popular liberty* the most inaportant of House of 
Commons' Committees is the Committee or Ways and Means, which is com- 
posed of the whole assembly, and in which ori^nates all financial business. 
Its Chairman, by virtue of his of&ce, is not only Chairman of Committee of 
Supply and of Committees of the Whole House, but is Deputy-Speaker, 
chafed, in the absence of the Speaker, with all the powers of the Chair ; and 
he is chosen ftrom among the Ministerial majority at the commencement of each 
Parliament, or when a casual vacancy occurs. The Committee of Supply, 
in which every Member is included, has power to deal in detail with all the 
Estimates laid before the House by the various Gfovernment departments ; but 
it can only grant, reduce, or refuse the amount asked for in the Estimates, and 
no motion for an increase can be made. In Committee of the Whole House, 
the clauses are discussed of such Government and Private Members* Bills as 
have not been referred to Standing or Select Committees ; and Members, who 
can speak only once on each separate question when the Speaker is in the 
Chair, can address the Committee, with relevancy, as often as they please or 
their colleagues will listen. 

At the opening of each Session, there are appointed certain Select Com- 
mittees possessing extensive powers relative to tne business of the House, as 
indicated by their names, these being the Committee on Standing Orders, the 
Committee of Selection, the Committee of Public Accounts, the General 
Committee on Railway and Canal Bills, the Committee on Public Petitions, 
and the Police and Sanitary Committee; while the Committee of Privileges 
was revived during the session of 1904, and the Kitchen and Refreshment 
Rooms Committee is an important body, selected every session to provide for 
the creature comforts of the Members generally. Two Standing Committees — 
sometimes referred to as Grand Committees — are appointed in each session, 
the one (which considers Bills referred to it by the House dealing with law, 
courts of justice, and legal procedure) the Standing Committee on Law, and 
the other (which is concerned with measures affecting trade, agriculture, 
fishing, shipping, and manufactures) the Standing Committee on Trade. 
Sixty members of each^f these two bodies are nominated by the Committee 
of Selection, which is also accustomed to add fifteen members in respect of 
any particular Bill in the consideration of which, from special knowledge, they 
may be able to render marked assistance. 

Select Committees, other than those set up each session as already named, 
are appointed by the House to inquire into and report upon some special 
question or particular measure, and they consist of a varying number of 
Members, selected as nearly as possible in proportion to the relative strength 
of parties, they sometimes becoming Joint Committees by being linked with 
an equivalent body of Peers. Private Bill Committees consist of four Members, 
chosen by the Committee of Selection (except in the case of opposed Railway 
and Canal Bills, when the Chairman is appointed from among its own members 
by the General Committee on these measures); while Hybrid Committees, 
which deal with Public Bills affecting private interests, are nominated partly 
by the House and partly by the Committee of Selection. In no case is a 
member of any of these Committees paid for his services. 
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COMMONS, HOUSE OF. 

The House of Commons consists of 670 Members, ^6 of whom represent 
England, 30 Wales, 72 Scotland, and 103 Ireland ; and, of the total, 377 sit 
for counties, ^4 for boroughs, and 9 for universities. The present number 
and composition of the Chamber was determined by the Redistribution Act of 
1885 ; and the existing House was chosen at the General Election of January 
1906. It can thus, if the operation of the Septennial Act be fully insisted 
on, be continued in existence until the winter of 1919; but only two Parlia- 
ments out of the last fifteen — ^those summoned by the late Queen Victoria 
previous to the present one — ^have lived even a few months over six years, 
while something nearer four than five years is the average length. 

CONDUCT. 

Members of Parliament have to conform to certain rules of conduct, some 
written but most unwritten, which govern their behaviour in the House itself. 
As they advance up the fioor to their seat, they bow to the Chair ; they must be 
uncovered while standing and always when speaking, except it l>e on a point 
of order after a division has been called, when the Member raising it has to 
remain seated, and to wear a hat ; they must not pass between the Chair and 
one who is addressing the House; and, when speaking, they must not step 
beyond a red line woven into the matting on each side of the floor. During a 
debate, they must not read a book or newspaper, and they are supposed not 
to indulge in conversation, while they must not clap their hands or istamp their 
feet in token of approbation or hiss in sign of disapproval, the allowable applause 
being to call ' Hear, hear ' as frequently as desired, and dissent being usually 
limited to cries of * 'Vide ' and * Question,' with inarticulate but reasonably 
courteous murmurs. A speaker must sit when the occupant of the Chair rises, 
and he may be called to order for irrelevancy or repetition ; while, if he disregard 
the Chair or abuses the rules by persistent and wilful obstruction, he is * named,' 
and, upon motion made and carried, suspended ^om the service of the House, 
having at once to leave the precincts. If his conduct be grossly disorderly, the 
Speaker can order his immediate withdrawal, and, if he declines to go, he may 
be removed by force and suspended for the remainder of the Session. 

DEBATE. 

A Member who desires to take part in debate must rise uncovered and 
address himself to the Chair, and it is for its occupant to single out which one 
of those who have risen shall speak by calling upon him by name. The custom 
is to select in turn one from each side of the House, or one who may be pre- 
sumed likely to reply to the arguments of the immediatetr preceding speaker ; but 
preference is given to a Minister or an occupant of the Front Opposition Bench, 
save in the case of a new Member, who is always called upon wnen he desires to 
make his maiden speech. No one can speak more than once on the same 
question when the Speaker is in the Chair, except as a matter of personal 
explsmation, and then only by leave ; but in Committee he can speak as often 
as the Chairman sees him rise. In either case he must be relevant to the 
subject, and reftain ftrom vain repetitions ; and, though he may refresh his 
memory with notes, he must not read his speech. He may not refer to any 
subject which is aiib iudice, or make any personal charges against another 
Member ; must avoid both treason and obstruction ; and must be courteous 
both in language and demeanour. 

DIVISIONS. 

When a debate has concluded, either by natural exhaustion or the application 
of the closure, the question before the House is put from the Chair. Those in 
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favour of the motion are invited to say * Aye,' and those against it * No ; ' and 
the Speaker or Chairman says 'I think the Ayes [or Noes] have it.' If the 
minority desire a division, they challenge the opinion by exclaiming * The Noes 
[or Ayes] have it ; ' whereupon strangers are directed to withdraw, an order 
which in these days applies only to those sitting Under the Gallery. Simul- 
taneously the Clerk turns a two-minute sand-glass, and, while the sand is 
running out, electric bells ring through the building and policemen shout 
' Division ! ' in the precincts, so that all Members within hail can enter in time 
to vote. The outer doors of the House are then closed and locked, and the 
question is put a second time ftrom the Chair, when, if the minority persist in 
tneir daim for a division, two tellers are named for each side by the Speaker or 
Chairman, and the Ayes are directed to go to the right of the Chair and the 
Noes to the left, the practical eifect of which is that the former leave the House 
behind the Chair and the latter by the other end of the Chamber, and as they 

Cs into the respective division lobbies their names are taken. When Members 
e passed the tellers and been counted, they return to the House in the 
reverse direction to that by which they left, and when the lobbies are dear the 
tellers come to the table, those for the winning side being on the right hand, 
and the senior teller for the majority reads out the numbers, which are repeated 
from the Chair as the decision of the House. If the numbers are equal, the 
Speaker or Chairman gives his vote, and this usually so as to ensure the subject 
being further discussed. A Member may vote in a division though he did not 
hear the question put, but he is not, in any case, obliged to vote. 

ESTIMATES, THE. 

In the early part of every session there are laid before the Commons the 
Estimates for uie public service during the coming financial year, these being 
divided into three sections — ^the Navy, the Army, and the Civil Service. With 
the two former is accustomed to be circulated a memorandum, signed by the 
First Lord of the Admiralty and the Secretary of State for War respectively, 
explaining any special features or proposals embodied in them ; and the 
representative in tne House of the Admiralty or the War Office adds to this 
a speech when laying the Estimates formally oefore the Commons, but there is 
no such memorandum or speech in the case of the Civil Service Estimates, these 
covering all the Government Departments outside the two already named, no 
one Minister, therefore, being responsible for the whole of them. Each of the 
Estimates contains a detailed statement of the money intended to be spent in the 
financial year next ensuing ; but it is extremely unusual for the session to pass 
without Supplementary Estimates being presented to cover unforeseen con- 
tingencies, these greatly adding to the expenditure of the year. When money 
is wanted for any of the Services, before the estimated expenditure is fully 
sanctioned, it is secured by means of a Vote on Account, wnile, in case of a 
national emergency, a Vote of Credit is granted, the two latest instances having 
been in 1878, when one of six millions was resolved upon at the instance of the 
Beaconsfield Administration towards the close of the Kusso-Turkish War, and in 
1885, when one of eleven millions was unanimously agreed to on the motion of 
Mr. Gladstone during the Russo-Afghan crisis. 

FRONT BENCHES. 

The Treasury Bench, which is to the immediate right of the Chair, is 
occupied by members of the Administration, while on me Front Opposition 
Bench, which faces it, sit members of the preceding Government, most usually 
(though not necessarily) in political antagonism to Ministers. The leader of the 
House, who is the principal Minister in the Commons, is responsible for the 
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arrangement of business ; and he is often assisted in this by the leader of the 
Opposition, who is chosen for that position by his parliamentary colleagues. 
No direct of&cial responsibility falls upon the leader of the Opposition, but, as 
one who has held high office, and, in the customary course may be expected 
to be so occupied again, he is sometimes supplied by Ministers with con- 
fidential information, and privately asked for counsel. Occupants of the two 
front benches are accorded the first glance of ' the Speaker's eye,' when they 
rise to address the House. 

HOURS OF MEETING. 

The House of Lords meets as a judicial tribunal in the morning, and as 
a legislative body at half-past four in the afternoon ; while the Commons 
assemble at a quarter before three o'clock on the first four days of the week, 
and at noon on Fridays. On these first four days, the Commons cease debate 
on disputed subjects at eleven o'clock, and on Fridays at five, usually adjourn- 
ing very speedily thereafter, and at half-past eleven ana half-past five respectively 
in any case, unless a Money Bill is under discussion or the rule on this head has 
been suspended by vote of the House. 

KING'S SPEECH AND ADDRESS. 

At the commencement and the close of every session, there is read to the two 
Houses a Speech from the Throne, prepared by Ministers and adopted by the 
Sovereign, the earlier indicating to Parliament the principal measures intended 
to be proposed, the later recording such as have been passed, and each containing 
some account of the country's position in regard to foreign relations. After the 
earlier, a motion is made in each House for an Address to be presented to the 
Crown, expressing thanks for the Royal Speech ; and although within recent 
years the form of this has been altered so that instead of the Speech being 
echoed paragraph by paragraph the motion is simply a brief expression of 
thanks, amendments can be proposed alluding to every public matter which 
either has or has not been touched in the original document. A defeat upon 
the Address is tantamount to one upon a vote of no-confidence, and involves the 
immediate resignation of the Ministry. 

LOBBY, THE. 

There are various portions of the Palace of Westminster known as * lobbies,' 
and though the one most often seen by visitors is the Outer Lobby or Centml 
Hall, into which all must go who wish to find a Member or enter the House, the 
Inner or Members' Lobby is the one meant when * the Lobby ' is referred to as a 
place of political gossip or party intrigue. It is reserved to Members and ex- 
Members, Peers, private secretaries of Ministers, and a select number of 
journalists and political organizers, whose names appear on a * Lobby List,' 
authorised by the Speaker and superintended by the Serjeant-at-Arms. The 
corresponding * outer room ' of the House of Lords, is not used for a similar 
purpose but ror the hanging of the hats and coats of the Peers ; and in neither is 
supposed to be permitted that form of parliamentary endeavour known elsewhere 
as ' lobbying,' which consists of a systematic endeavour on behalf of powerful 
* intereste ' to secure legislative aid for private concerns at the public expense. 

LORDS, HOUSE OF. 

The House of I^ords is an ever-increasing body which consists at the moment 
of nearly 600 Members. This niunber includes 16 Representative Peers for 
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Scotland, chosen at the commencement of every Parliament, and 28 Repre- 
sentative Peers for Ireland, elected for life. There is no limit, except the will 
of the Sovereign, to the creation of Peers, but the tendency during the past few 
years has been towards slackening the pace in this direction. Only on very 
exceptional occasions do as many as a quarter of the whole number vote, and 
the average attendance during the comparatively brief sittings is less than 30. 

MINISTRY, THE. 

The Ministry is composed of a number of Members of both Houses, who 
occupy the chief positions in the various offices of State, and who, while 
technically holding office under the Crown, are changed according to the will of 
the Commons. No Administration in modem times has resigned because of an- 
adverse vote of the Peers ; but, when defeated in the Commons on a sufficiently 
substantial issue, it must either resign or obtain the Sovereign's consent to a 
dissolution in order that the country may decide whether it shall continue in 
power. The head of the Administration is the Prime Minister, who is usually 
also First Lord of the Treasury, although the position — ^for it is not an office — 
has sometimes in recent years been held in association with the Foreign 
Secretaryship. The Prime Minister chooses his colleagues, the principal among 
whom, to a varying number (at present eighteen) form the Cabinet, in which 
body are always included the First Lord of the Treasury, the five Principal 
Secretaries of State — those for the Home Department, Foreign Affairs, the 
Colonies, War, and India, the First Lord of the Admiralty, the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, the Lord Chancellor, and the Lord President of the Council ; 
but it is according to the determination of the Premier what other Ministers 
shall be included. Outside the Cabinet there are a number of minor official 
pK>sitions, departmental, legal, and connected with the Royal Household, which 
are filled by members of the parliamentary majority, and which are changed 
as that majority is altered ; and all holders of these are accustomed to be 
called * His Majesty's Ministers,' though in some of the lesser instances this 
is a matter of courtesy rather than of right. 

PETITIONS. 
Every subject has a right to present or sign a petition to either or both 
Houses of Parliament, praying in respectful language and prescribed form for 
the removal of a grievance or in favour of or opposition to any measure which is 
before the Legislature. The right is exercised with great freedom but with 
somewhat less frequency than formerly, the introduction of household suffrage 
having given citizens other opportunities for pressing their wishes upon the 
legislature ; while now that no debate, except in very special circumstances, 
is allowed on a petition, that it is rarely that its prayer is read in the House, and 
that the overwhelming maiority of such documents are quietly dropped by the 
presenting Members in a bag kept for the purpose at the back of the chair, 
leaving only a bald record subsequently to be published in an official report, 
petitioning does not affect the proceedings or the opinion of Parliament in any- 
thing like the old degree. 

QUESTIONS. 

One of the most valuable and valued privileges of the private Member, 
greatly as it has been curtailed of late years, is thp putting of questions to 
Ministers. These may concern any matter of general or local interest — ^though 
the over-asking of questions of the latter type furnished one argument for 
lessening the privilege — and they are put at the beginning of the sitting, with 
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a limitation of time for their answer to an hour. As a rule, they must 
be previously given notice of in writing, but Ministers may reply to those of 
which they have received private warning. If a Member desires an oral answer, 
he distinguishes his question by an asterisk, and questions not so distinguished 
or not reached by ten minutes before four on ordinary days, are repUed to in a 
printed form^ which is circulated with the daily official * Votes and Ftoceedings.' 
Questions arising out of the answer the Minister has given are allowed, but the 
putting of such supplementary questions is discouraged alike by Ministers and 
the Speaker, and few in these days receive a reply. 

RESIGNATION OF SEATS. 

In a strict sense, no Member of the House of Commons, once duly elected, 
can vacate his seat except by death or the dissolution of Parliament. There is 
no formal method of resignation, but a Member who accepts office under the 
Crown vacates his seat. When, therefore, a Member wishes to retire, he applies 
to the Chancellor of the Exchequer to grant him the Stewardship of either the 
Chiltem Hundreds or the Manor of Northstead, and, upon this purely honorary 
office being given, and duly gazetted, a new writ can be moved for to fill the 
vacancy, such a motion — as also in the case of death or succession or elevation 
to the peerage— being accustomed to be made by the Chief Whip of the party 
to which the late Member belonged. 

ROYAL ASSENT. 

A Bill which has passed through all its stages in the two Houses needs the 
Royal Assent in order to become law ; and in these days this is never g^ven by 
the Sovereign in person, but by certain Lords Conmiissioners, usually including 
the Lord Chancellor, acting on his behalf. The Assent is given in the House 
of Peers in the presence of both Lords and Commons, the latter headed by their 
Speaker, and their presence being specially desired for the occasion ; and it is 
pronounced in Norman-French forms, varying according to the class of Bill 
sanctioned. For a Money Bill, the words are : '* Le Roy remercis sea bona mijeta, 
accepts leur benevolence, et ainsi le veuW; for a Public Bill, *Le R&v le veuU^; 
for a Private Bill, *SoitfaU comme U est des%r6\' and upon a petition demanding 
a right, whether public or private, * Soit droit fait comme U est desiri. ' Should 
the Koyal Assent be refused, it would be in the form, * Le Roy s^avisera '/ but, 
although this was not uncommonly used under the Stuarts, it has not been 
heard in Parliament since March, 1708 — ^not 1707, as given in all the text-books, 
the significance of the year lying in the fact that tne Royal Assent has thus 
been once, and only once, refused since the Legislative Union between England 
and Scotland. 

SESSION, THE. 

It is customary for Parliament to meet annually for the Session early in 
February and separate in August ; but the limit may be extended in either 
direction, with the consequence that it is possible for a session to extend into 
two years. That of 1906, for instance, was opened on February 19th, and 
on August 4th was adjourned until October 23rd, in order at an autumn 
sitting to dispose of the legislative programme from the stage to which it 
had advanced ; while more rarely, at times of national emergency, an autumn 
session has been summoned. A question upon which a decision has been 
taken cannot be reopened in the same session, nor can a Public Bill be taken 
up in an ensuing session at the point it had reached in the preceding one« 
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SPEAKER, THE. 

The Speaker of the House of Lords is the Lord Chancellor ; but the Parlia- 
mentary official known to ail as 'The Speaker ' presides over the deliberations of 
the House of Commons. He is the free choice of the Members, for, although 
that choice has formally to be approved by the Sovereign, no monarch since 
Charles H. has interfered with tne selection. Nominally he is appointed for 
a Parliament, but in practice he continues in the Chair until he desires to 
withdraw, when he is made a Peer. In this way, his impartiality is secured and 
respected in a degree not accustomed to be anticipated fiY)m the Ueputy-Speaker 
or Chairman of Committees, who is changed according to the composition of 
the parliamentary majority. The Speaker's powers, defined and undefined, 
are extremely wide, and his decisions are almost invariably treated witii the 
greatest deference by the House ; and, though his labours, in mere point of the 
time occupied, have been reduced of late years by the closing of debate at 
midnight, his responsibilities have been increased by the working of the new 
rules of procedure, and particularly those affecting motions for adjournment and 
the application of the closure. 

SUPPLY. 

Of all matters with which the Commons are concerned, the most permanentiy 
important, and the most regularly attended to, is the business of Supply. An 
attempt in recent years has been made to secure a more systematic examination 
of the Estimates, by specifically allotting twenty days before August 5th in each 
session for their discussion. In practice, however, it has been found that those 
responsible for the Estimates have not been loth to allow tiie House to fritter 
away most of the allotted time in discussing trivialities, while, as in former times, 
many millions are voted in as many minutes towards the end of the session, 
without the slightest pretence at examination or debate. The old parliamentary 
theory was crystallised in the phrase, 'Grievances before Supply;' but the 
limitations now imposed upon the discussion of the Estimates prevent this 
being carried into practice. There are only certain technical and far from obvious 
differences between the House sitting as a Committee of Supply and as a 
Committee of Ways and Means, for in both capacities it has full charge of the 
nation's finance; and the chief point of its labours is the passing of two 
Appropriation Bills in the course of the session— the one necessary before 
March 31st, in order to dear up all the Supplementary Estimates, and the other 
before the prorogation to deal with the regular Estimates of the year. And the 
constitutional importance of these measures is that the votes of money submitted 
by Ministers are * for services coming in course of payment during the year,' 
and that all such moneys must be appropriated by Act of Parliament to some 
distinct use either wholly or partiy within the financial year in which the statute is 
passed. It is this which absolutely prevents this country from being without a 
Parliament for a full year. 

WHIPS. 

Although technically the • Whips ' are no part of the machinery of Parlia- 
ment, in a practical sense, and under existing conditions, they are essential to 
its smooth working. Three parties are recognised by the House of Commons 
authorities as entitied to the use of a ' Whips' Room,' the Liberal, the Con- 
servative, and the Nationalist. From these go forth the summonses which 
bring Members together for the more important debates and divisions ; and each 
party is provided with a chief and a second whip, and certain assistant-whips, 
all of whom are Members. The Ministerial Chief Whip is always the Patronage 
Secretary to the Treasury, and his assistants are the Junior Lords of tiie 
Treasury and certain parhamentary officers of the Royal Household. 
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REGISTRATION. 

(ENGLAND AND WALES.) 



The Period of Qualiftoatlon for Oooupiers and liod^ers is 
One Tear, i.e.. Twelve Months immediately preceding the 16th 
July in any year; and for Freeholders (who have votes in Counties 
only, except in the Parliamentary Boroughs of Bristol, Exeter, Norwich, and 
Nottingham), full possession of the qualifying property for Six Months 
preirious to the 16th July. 

I.— THE PARLIAMENTARY FRANCHISE. 

{The Parliamentary Franchise in no case extends to women,) 

(a) Counties. 

In order to vote at Parliamentary Bleotions a person must possess 
one or other of the following qualifications : — 

1.— As a Householder, he must have lived in the same Parliamentary 
Division for Twelve Months precedinif the 16th July. He may have 
removed once or oftener, but so long as each house occupied is within the 
Division, he is entitled to the franchise in succession. Any person who 
separately occupies part of a hotue cu a dwelling, the landlord not residing on 
the premises or, if resident, exercising no control over the part of the house so 
occupied, is entitled to be registered. 

2.— As a Freeholder, he must have possessed for six months property 
of the value of for^ shillings per annum dear of all expenses, unless the 
Freehold is acquired by Descent, Marriage, or Succession, or promotion to a 
benefice or office. 

3.— As a lioaseholder, he must have held for twelve months previous to 
the 15th July a lease of property worth £50 per annum, and originally created 
for a term of not less than 20 years ; or a lease of property worth £5 and upwards 
per annum, and originally created for a term of not less tnan 60 years. 

4.— As a £10 Occupier, he must have occupied for twelve months some 
land or tenement of £10 clear yearly value. 

5.— As a liodger, he must have occupied rooms in the same house for 
twelve months. The annual value of the rooms, unfurnished, is fixed by law 
at £10. A son living at home with his parents may claim, when by a^^ree- 
ment with his father he is the sole occupant of a room in the house, and might, 
if he chose, lock it up and prevent any other member of the family from enter- 
ing. Everv man over 91, who has a right to the exclusive use of a room or 
rooms, of tne required annual value, in his parents* (or any other) house, should 
therefore claim to be put on the Register as a Lodger. In all cases Lodgers 
must claim every year. 

6.— The Seririoe Franchise. Bank Managers, Schodmasters, Railway 
Men, Caretakers, Servants, and others who occupy rooms or houses rent free 
on their employers' property, are entitled to tnis franchise, provided their 
employers do not reside on the premises. 

(6) PARLIAMKin'AllY BOROUOHS. 

In order to vote at Parliamentary Bleotions a person must possess 
one or other of the following qualifications : — 

1. — As a Householder, he must have lived in the same Parliameatajry 
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Borough for Twelve Months preoeding the 16th July. He may have 
removed once or oftener, but so long as each house occupied is within the 
Parliamentary Borough, he is entitlea to the franchise in succession. Any 
person who separately occupies part of a houge^ the landlord not residing on the 
premises or, if resident, exercising no control over the part of the house so 
occupied, is entitled to be registered. 

3. —As a £10 Oooupier, he must have occupied for twelve months some 
land or tenement of £10 clear yearly value, and have resided within seven miles 
of the Borough boundary during six months previous to July 15th. 

3. — As a liOdger, he must have occupied rooms in the same house for 
twelve months. The annual value of the rooms, unfurnished, is fixed by law 
at jCIO. a son living at home with his parents may claim, when by agreement 
with his father he is the sole occupant of a room in the house, and mignt, if he 
chose, lock it up and prevent any other member of the family from entering. 
Every man over 91, who has a right to the exclusive use of a room or rooms, of 
the required annual value, in his parents' (or any other) house, should therefore 
claim to be put on the Register as a Lodger. In all cases Lodgers must 
claim every year. 

4. — The Serrioe Franohiee. Bank Managers, Schoolmasters, Railway 
Men, Caretakers, Servants, and others who occupy rooms or houses rent free 
on their employers* property, are entitled to uiis franchise, provided their 
employers do not resiae on the premises. 



XL— THE LOCAL GOVERNMENT FRANCHISES. 



1. Who may Vote for Town and County Ckiiincillors 
(liondon Bxoepted). 

The Ownership, Service, and Lodger qualifications do not confer a vote for 
the election of Town and Coun^ Councillors. The household and the jCIO 
qualifications do; and < occupation of a house, warehouse, counting-house, 
siiop, or other building,* without regard to value, with the usual limit as to 
residence within 7 miles of the Borough or cuhninistrative County also confers 
the Town and County Council vote. And for Town and County Council 
purposes, women (spinsters and widows), if they in aU other respects possess 
the necessary qualifications, may be registered. 

Who may Vote for liOndon County and Boronifh Gounoillors. 

All persons, male or female, whose names are upon the Partiamentary 
Register as Owners, Occupiers, or Lodgers, or upon the Coimty or Parochial 
Electors' Lists, may vote for County Councillors and Borough Councillors. 

9. Who may Vote for Distriot or Parish Ckiancillors. 

Any persons qualified as Parliamentary (including Owners, Service Voters, 
and Ix>agers) or County Council electors may vote for District or Parish 
CounciUors, in addition to married women occupiers who, if single or widows, 
would be entitied to vote at an election of County Councillors. 

3. Who may Vote for Guardians (in Ckiunty Borouifhs, 
Borouifhe, and Urban Dietriote). 

All persons whose names are upon the Parliamentary or County Electors* 
or Municipal or Parochial Electors* Lists, excepting Freemen only.

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EBGISTEATION. 

(SCOTLAND.) 

The ParllamentaFy franohlBas in Scotland are as in England— ownev- 
Bhip, CKSoupation, inhabitanoy, and lodging; theim are, howover, sonio 
diffoi^enoeB in the law and methods of Registration in regard to each. 

The period of qualifioation is from July 31 to July 31 in the case of occupiers 
and lodgers, and from January 31 to July 31 in the case of owners. 

The lists of CKMupiers are prepared by the Assessors from the Valuation Roll, and, 
as in Scotland every tenement of £i annual value and upwards is separately assessed, 
the duty of the official who compiles the voters' list is much simplified ; the list in the 
main being a copy of the Valuation Roll. 

Iiodgers in Scotland are allowed to claim in succession from different housevB within 
the same County Division or Burgh, a privilege not accorded to England and Wales. 

The list of XUectors must be published by the Assessor on or before September 1& 

The date allowed for claiming either as owner, occupier, or lodger, is later than in 
England, viz., 21 September ; the same date applies to objections to the published list, 
notwithstanding which the Parliamentary Register in Scotland comes into force on 
November 1, instead of Janustry 1 in the succeeding year as in England and Wales. 

The following are the franchises existent in Scotland :— 

(a) COUNTIBS. 

1. JU owner for six months prior to July 31 of property of the clear annual value 
after all deductions of ^, or of £10 where the property has come to the owner within

3. Jls occupying tenant of a building separately or jointly with any other build- 
ing, or with land in the same division of a County of the annual value of £10 with 
occupation for 12 months prior to July 31, and payment of all rates laid upon him. 

4. Mm inhabitant occupier of a dwrelling-house as owner or tenant, or of any 
part of a house separately occupied as a dweUing, and payment of all poor rates. 

5. JU a service voter where the dwelling is occupied by virtue of any office, 
service, or employment. 

6. JKs a lodger occupying lodgings of the clear yearly value of £10 if let unfurnished, 
with the right to claim succession from one house to another in the same division of the 
County. 

(&) BUBGHS. 

1. Mm ovmer of a building separately or jointly with any other building or any land 
owned in the S€une Burgh, of the clear yearly value of £10, with residence in the Burgh, 
or within seven miles for six months prior to July 31, and payment of aU assessed taxes.* 

2. JU occupying tenant of bxiildings of the annual value of £10, whether separ- 
ately or jointly with any other buildings or land within the same Burgh, for 12 months 
prior to 31 July, and payment of all assessed taxes. 

3. JU inhabitant occupier of a dwelling-house, or any part of a house, and 
payment of all poor rates. 

4. JU a service voter, where the dwelling is occupied by virtue of any office, 
service, or employment. 

5. As lodger, occupying lodgings of the clear yearly value of £10 if let unflimished, 
with the right to succession from one house to another in the same Burgh.

Before School Boards were abolished by the BduoaMon Act, 1909, every woman on 
the Bate-book had a vote in the School Board Election. But, cut the law now stands, 
Bsnra on the rate-book entitles to no vote, and it is essential for every 
purpose to be on the kboisteb. 

JL Woman olalmintf to be Retflsteved must be qualified as OOOUPIBR, 
either as owner or as tenant. 

No woman owner has any right, in virtue of her ownership, to vote in any local 
election. Until 1884, women owners, as such, were entitled to vote in Poor Law 
Guardian elections, but the Local Govemnxent Act of that year disfranchised them, 
while enlarging the voting rights of men owners. 

No woman lodger can vote in any Local Government Election, although men 
lodgers can vote in District and Parish Council and Guardian elections, and in the 
election of the London Couaty and London Borough Councils. 

For women there is no service franchise— Buch as entitles men to vote in District 
and Parish Coimcil and Guardian Elections, and in the election of London Borough 
Coimcils— i.e., no occupation of a dwelling as an official or servant (for example, as 
matron or caretaker) entitles a woman to be placed on the Register. 

mrhat Is an Occupier? 

Household Qualification.— Every person is an Oooupier who occupies a 
dwelling-house, or part of a house as a separate dwelling (even only one room), pro- 
vided the Landlord does not, as Landlord, reside in the house. This qualification is 
irrespective of the amount of the rent. 

£10 Quallfloation.— Every person is an Oooupier who occupies land or business 
premises of the clear yearly value of not less than £10, and who resides within the 
County, or within 15 miles of its boundary, or, in the case of the Municiiuil Borough, 
within 7 miles. 

Joint Oooupation.— Persons sharing the same dwelling, or the same land or 
business premises, may claim as Joint-Oooupiers, provided the tenancy is joint, and 
that the clear yearly yalue, when divided, amounts to £10 for each person claiming. 
There is, however, no such limit to the clear yearly value in the case of a person claim- 
ing to be registered as a Burgess for the election of a Town CounciL 
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BEQI8TBATI0N— WOMEN OCCUPIERS. Ill 

Married Women.— Husband and wife cannot claim as Joint-Occupiers, but, by 
the Local Qoyemment Act, 189i, section 48, they may both be regristered, provided they 
are not guaUfied in respect of the same property; such registration will entitle married 
women to vote in the election of District Councils, Rural and Urban, Parish Councils, 
Boards of Guardians, and London Borough Councils, though not in Town Council 
Mections, nor in County Council Elections, except that of the London County Council. 

It is essential that the poor rates due, in respect of the dwelling-house, business 
premises or land, for the year preceding the last dth of January, shall have been 
paid by some person before July 20th, but not necessarily by the Occupier. 

mrhat is the Period of Qoallfioation ? 

The Period of Qualification is one year, i.e., twelve months inmiediately pre- 
ceding the Idth July in any year. Occupiers who remove during the twelve months do 
not lose their qualification, provided they successively occupy qualifying premises 
during the whole period within the boundary of the Administrative Coimty or the 
area of election. 

It should be noted that on the First day of Autfust the Overseers of every 
Parish place the Occupiers' List for the coming year on the door of each Church, 
Chapel, Post Office, and other Public Buildings in the Parish. Examine this list, and if 
your name is not there, go at once to the Overseers, or to the Secretary of your Political 
Association, and learn how to make your Claim to be put on the Register. It 
will cost you nothing, and you should make sure of your right to vote.

Only one Candidate's name must appear on each Nomination Paper, and each 
Paper must be signed by two Parochial Electors of the Parish or District, or Ward 
of a District, in which the Candidate is standing for election.

OFFENCES. 

BRIBBRT.— No gift, loan, or promise of 
money or money's worth must be made to a 
voter to induce him either to vote or to ab- 
stain from voting. 

The offer or promise of a situation or 
employment to a voter or any one connected 
with him, if made with the same object, is 
also bribery. 

The consequences are the same whether 
bribery is conmiitted before, during, or after 
an election. 

Giving or paying money for the purpose of 
briberv is equivalent to the offence itself. 

A g^t or promise to a third person to pro- 
cure a vote is bribery. Payment for loss of 
time, wages, or travelling expenses is equal 
to bribery. 

Any person who receives a bribe, or barffaina 
for employment or reward in consideration of 
his vote, is guUty of bribery.

The person incurring any unauthorised expense will be personally liable for 
its repayment, as well as for the consequences of having broken the law. 

Au claims against a Candidate must be sent to his Election Agent within 
14 days, and paid wi&in 38 days from the declaration of the poll. With some 
exceptions, no claim sent in later can be paid.

PARLIAMENTARY VACANCIES : 

How Created, How Filled. 

A Member of the House of Commons cannot relinquish his seat during the 
continuance of the Parliament for which he is elected, nor can he refUse to 
serve even if nominated and elected against his will. This rule is, however, in 
practice evaded by a Member who wishes to retire applying for the Stewardship 
of the Chiltem Hundreds, an office under the Crown which, on acceptance, 
vacates the seat, and which is resigned as soon as its purpose is fulfilled, or 
retained only until the appointment is revoked in ordisr to make way for another 
applicant. 

The acceptance of the Chiltem Hundreds during a Recess does not create a 
vacancy so as to enable the Speaker to issue a new writ, therefore a Member 
cannot effectively resign his seat during a Recess. Applications have sometimes, 
under exceptional circumstances, been refused, but ordinarily the Treasury will 
give the office (the duties of which are merely nominal) to any Member who 
applies unless there appears sufficient grounds for withholding it. 

Vacancies can arise, therefore, only from the following causes : — 

1. Death of Members. 

2. Their elevation to the Peerage. 

3. Acceptance of Office under the Crown. 

4. Bankruptcy. 

5. Lunacy. 

6. On the report of Election Judges that elections or returns are void.

(The power to issue the warrant is in 
this case permissive and not obligatory on the Speaker, so that he may, by 
abstaining from issuing the warrant, reserve for the decision of the House any 
question as to whether the Office is one the acceptance of which vacates the seat.) 

^ . . -_ If the vOfCancy arises hy reason of a Member being adjudged a 

bankrupt tn England, the writ issues on the certificate of 

the Bankruptcy Court. By the Bankruptcy Act, 1883, if the disqualifications 

for sitting and voting in the House or in Committees of the House are not 
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removed within six months ftom the date of the order, the Comrt is requirei 
to certify the bankruptcy to the Speaker, and the seat of the Member there 
upon becomes vacant. 

No penalty appears to attach to a bankrupt for sitting and voting, and a 
no notice of his bankruptcy is required to be given to the Speaker for si 
months, a bankrupt Member may continue to attend Parliament until th< 
Speaker receives such notice, unless the House itself takes notice that he i 
incapable of sitting and voting, and order him to withdraw.

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PARLIAMENTARY CANDIDATURES. 



QUALIFICATIONS. 

Any male person of the ftill age of twenty-one yealfs, a natural-born subject 
and not barred by any of the inherent or statutory disqualifications named below 
is eligible for election to the House of Commons. 

A naturalised subject is now also, apparently, eligible. It has been enacte< 
(33 and 34 Vict. c. 14, s. 7) that an alien, to whom a certificate of naturalisatioi 
has been granted by a Secretary of State, is entitled to all the political and othe 
rights, powers, and privileges, and is subject to all the obligations to which i 
natural-born British subject is entitled or subject. Some authorities still hold i 
questionable whether the words in the above section so repeal section 3 of 1 
and 13 Will. III. c. 9 (which enacted that no alien, though naturalised, shall b 
capable of being elected to either House of Parliament) as to qualify a naturalisei 
person for election. 

DISQUALIFICATIONS. 

In Parker's Election Agent and Returning Officer (sec preceding page) th 
different grounds of incapacity for election to the House of Commons are, fo 
convenience, divided into three classes— 

(a) Incapacity by reason of infirmity or mental imbecility. 

(6) Incapacity by reason of circumstanced, character, or conduct. 

(c) Incapacity by reason of holding certain offices or positions. 

In addition, there is the disqualification arising from sex — ^the Candidate ma 
not be a woman. 

Under class (a) faU idiots, lunatics, minors, and persons who are deaf an 
dumb. 

Under class (b) fall aliens, bankrupts, criminals, persons reported by a 
Election Court as guilty of corrupt or illegal practices, either by themselves c 
through their Agents, at Parliamentary or Municipal Elections. This dij 
quaUncation extends for seven years, or a lesser period, according as to whethe 
tne offence was one for which the Candidate was himself personally guilty, c 
reported guilty by his Agent. 

Under class (c) fall priests or deacons of the Church of England, ministers ( 
the Church of Scotland, or in holy orders in the Church of Kome ; contractoi 
for or on account of the Public Service, other than Incorporated Companies 
permanent paid officials of a County Council who are required to devote tli 
whole of their time to such employment ; Governors of Colonies, Judges < 
the High Court, Peers of Parliament (except Irish Peers .who have not bee 
elected as representative Peers in the House of Lords), and various oth< 
officials. 

There are partial disqualifications attaching to the following: Retumin 
Officers, Recorders, Revising Barristers, and certain others holding officii 
positions. 

It would be the duty of the Election Agent, or officials of a Party Organize 
tion, before the nomination of any person holding a public office, to ascertai 
whdlier a disaualification would be likely to attach to the Candidate, and 
might be expeoient to make similar inquiry in regard to any public office he! 
by the opposing Candidate.

Ths Corrapt and Illegal Pmctices Prevention Act of 1883 (46 Sc 47 Vic, c. 51), better 
known as the 'Corrapt Practices Act,' and the Ballot Act of 1872 (35 &: a6 Vic.» c 33), 
are the principal statutes under which Parliamentary Elections are now conducted and 
controlled. 

The former defines an Bl«otion Bzp«iMa as one 'incurred on account of, or in 
respect of, the conduct or management of an Election,* and places a Tnft.-riTm iTn ]imit 
upon such expenditure according to the number of electors. 

The foUowinfi: is the Scale in Countias, and divisions of Counties (and, in Scotland, 
combined Counties), exclusive of the Returning Officers* Charges and Candidates^ 
Personal Expenses, and the cost of conveying voters by sea in certain cases :~~

THE SECRECY OF THE BALLOT. 

It should be unnecessa^ at this time of day to have to say an^^ing aboi 
the Secrecy of the Ballot. For a generation the Ballot Act has been in operatioi 
But canvassers and other workers in elections— not so much, perhaps, in th 
larger Boroughs as in the rural districts — are frequently confronted with th 
necessity of assuring a doubting agricultural labourer or villager that the secrec 
of his vote is inviolable, and uat there is no case on record during the thirt 
years in which the Act has been in operation in which the vote of a duly quali 
ned elector has been revealed, unless he has been foolish enough to disclose i 
himself, or has been reported by the High Court on a Scrutiny for an ofEenc 
under the Corrupt Practices Acts or as not being (jualiiied to give a vote. 

The doubt in the voter*s mind is generally inspired more by innuendo than b; 
an open challenge against the adequacy of the safeguards for ensuring secrecy- 
as an instance : in the Horsham Division of Sussex By-Election (Novembei 
1904) it was alleged that, baffled in their efforts to get at the intention of th 
agricultural labourer, certain ccmvassers impugned the secrecy of the ballot, an< 
the Conservative Candidate himself when asked by a voter whether the ballo 
box could be pried into, was reported to have rephed that he preferred not t 
answer the question. Those who know the agricultural labourer-— whose dail; 
occupation and whose home itself, perhaps, are dependent upon the secrecy d 
his vote — can appreciate fiilly the covert form of mtimidation involved in thi 
device for * getting at' the rural voter. 

If the canvassers who raise these doubts in the minds of the nervous am 
uninformed are sincere in their suggestion that the ballot is not secret, there mus 
be some evidence. Why is it not adduced ? Why do they not produce an • awfu 
example' in the person of a voter whose vote has been disclosed? But evei 
amon^ the better-informed there is room for more kno^edge as to the meaning 
of a Scrutiny and what that process involves. A Scrutiny must not be confosec 
with a recount. At a recount, the face of the ballot P&pers only can be taken int< 
consideration, so that there can be no question of oisclosure ; the object of i 
recount being to decide upon doubtful papers and the position of the X» and t< 
see that only papers so marked as to show no doubt oi the voter's intention ar< 
placed to the credit of the Candidate for whom the votes are intended, and this ii 
as far as a recount can p^. No cognisance can be taken of an allegation that i 
vote was given by an alien or a woman or a lunatic or any other person who hm 
no statutory right to exercise the Pcurliamentary franchise. Provided their names 
are on the rqspster it is prima facie evidence that they have a right to poll, and i 
they have obtained a ballot paper and used it, the vote cannot be upset oi 
a recount. 

It is otherwise when the case goes before the Hiffh Court in the form of « 
Petition for a Scrutiny. Here and only here is it possible to go behind the ballol 
paper and in(}uire if uie person who voted on it had an^ right to the vote. Bui 
the Scrutiny is limited to those votes only, of which notice has been given to th< 
other side. The votes objected to are entered on a schedule, and it is those 
scheduled votes only to which a Scrutiny can apply. Having regard to the cos1 
and to the risk involved in calling for a Scrutiny which, after all, may mean the 
defeat of your own Candidate instead of your opponent, it is rarely tnat a Scru- 
tiny is resorted to. For instance, at llie General Election of 1900, 3,519,34^ 
persons voted in the United Kingdom ; arising out of that election, there were 
five Election Petitions. In only one of these was a Scrutiny demanded, and that 
was not proceeded with. As, therefore, it is only by means of a Scrutiny thai 
the act of any voter can be known, and that in 1900 not one of over three and a hali 
million of votes was disclosed, it goes without saying that the oft-reiterated 
assurance < The Ballot is Secret ' is a statement of fact which cannot be refuted, 
and ought not, in common hone8ty» to be denied.

Under the lastheeui the Election Agent's 
Return of Election Expenses was chal- 
lenged, because of the oznission Uierefrom 
of payments by the Member, and by per- 
sons other than the Agent or Member, 
made on account of the Election, but not 
through the Election Agent. 

There were sixteen charges of Bribery, 
fifteen of which were alleged against one 
man, John Baker, who, at the previous 
contested Parliamentary Election, was the 
clerk in charge of the Conservative Com- 
mittee-room. 

A great feature of the petition was a 
Aeries of charges of Treating at meetings 
held on licensed premised. It was charged 
that from the tmie of the acceptance of 
Mr. Fell as prospective candidate, he car- 
ried on an active campaign by meetings 
held in public-houses or hotels, at which 
meetings drinks were supplied freely. 
The campaign was closed on October 19th, 
1905, by an ^t Home,' given by Mr. Fell 
at the Town Hall, Yarmouth ; where, in 



addition to tea, coffee, and other light re- 
freshments, there was a free supply of 
spirits in a room set apart for the purpose. 

A third notable charge was that of 
omitting from the return the expenses ad- 
mittedly paid by Mr. Fell of a costly 
calendar for 1908, which bore upon its f «ice 
the portraits of Mr. Fell, his wife, and 
three daughters, and which was sent to 
all the Parliamentary Electors (and only 
to Electors) on Christmas Day, 1905. 

The cases of Bribery against Baker it 
was held were proved, out the Judges 
differed upon the question whether Baker 
was, or was not, proved to have been an 
agent of Mr. FelL 

In the result, as the two Judges dis- 
agreed upon the vital question of the 
agency of Baker, the petition was dis- 
missecL Upon an application by the 
Respondent's counsel for costs, Mr. Justioe 
Channell said: *The Respondent had 
escaped by the skin of his teeth.'

Charges under Petition.— Bribery. 
Treating, and Illegal Practices by payment 
for conveyance of voters to the poll ; it 
further alleged general bribery. There 
were also aUegauons that the Respondent 
had failed to make a true return of elec- 
tion expenses and of a declaration respect- 
ing election expenses, and also that the 
Respondent had procured prohibited per- 
sons to vote. There was no personal 
charge a^inst the Respondent. 

Early in the case Counsel for the Peti- 
tioner, in dealing with the question of 
A^ncY of the Conservative Association, 
cited the judgments of Mr. Baron Pollock 
and Mr. Justice Hawkins in the Walsall 
case, and referred to the Haggerston case, 
where expenses were held to be election 
expenses, although incurred three years 
before the election took place. 

In the result the petition was dismissed, 
Mr. Justice Grantham holding that the 
charges of Bribery were not proved, and 
that the TreatiM proved, he regarded, as 
done without reference to the election. 

Mr. Justice Lawrance agreed the petition 
failed, but he was not so sure as his brother 
that some of the charges of Bribery were 
untrue. He differed from him as to the 
commencement of election expenses. 
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Mr. Justice Grantham, in the course of 
his judgment, dealing with Election ex- 
penses, said:— 

*He was startled to find that the judges 
had mlBTmderfltood the law <m the subject. 
He drew a great distinction between a 
candidate who was before a constituency 
hopbig to contest and one who weus adopted. 

* The Corrupt Practices Act was aimed 
at the enormous expenditure that candi- 
dates had to incur. He remembered a 
contest where £3000 were spent for bill- 
posting. The Legislature had not ex- 
pressed the time at which election expenses 
began, but had said they must be in or 
about the conduct of an election, and must 
be paid by the election agent, who was to 
be nominated to the returning officer, a 
person who diifered from year to year. It 
seemed to him clear that election expenses 
began when there was a choosing of one of 
two candidates.* 

Petition dismissed.

Practices, that the return of the eleo 
tlon expenses was insufficient, and thai 
general treating prevailed. The seat wat 
not claimed. 

Evidence was given of a continuouf 
campaign from 1903, when the Respondent 
became prospective candidate. A ver^ 
large number of meetings were held. The 
Liberal candidate was not formally adopted 
imtil January 4th, 1906. Only twenty-seven 
meetings were included in the Election 
Return. Evidence also was given that 
the Respondent on several occasione 
treated persons in public-houses, at the 
total expense of a few shillings. 

It was proved that at one meeting, ad- 
mission to which was by ticket, price 6d., 
a meat tea was provided ; the price chargea 
included the tea. Resolutions at the meet- 
ings were passed referring to the Liberal 
cause. At several committee meetings 
tea was provided. 

The main question, however, turned 
upon an entertainment given by the Libe- 
ral Social Council, of wnich Lord Clifden 
was president, in the form of a garden- 
party at Lord Clifden's seat, Lanhydrock, 
near Bodmin, in September, 1906. At this 
gathering about 5000 persons were present, 
and temperance refreshments were sup- 
plied. The Respondent and Lord Clifden 
spoke, and the Kespondent was referred 
to as the future member. 

The Court held that the two important 
points in the case were treating and when 
an election could be said to commence. 

Mr. Justice Grantham said :— * The Act 
never intended to make a candidate liable 
for the expenses incurred in the nursing 
of constituencies. When the Act was 
I)assed, the lower classes in the country 
were very few of them franchised. In 
contrast to the boroughs nowadays, there 
was a huge body oi persons with votes 
who had no position to speak of, and had 
to be educated. If all the expenses of 
meetings were to be put down, there 
would DO nothing left for the election 
itself. Holding that view, it was impos- 
sible to say that the expenses of the meet- 
ings for the last three years down to the 
election were expenses incurred with 
reference to the eonduct and management 
of the election.' 

As to the garden-party, they held that, 
in the eye of the law, it was corrupt treat- 
ing; but corruption meant only doing that 
which the law forbade. 

Referring to the Lanhydrock garden- 
party, Mr. Justice Lawrance said : * As to 
the Liberal Social Coimcil, but for the 
time when the thing was done, the party 
would have been perfectly legal ; but any 
association giving such an enteitainment 
on the eve of the election was doing a 
fatal thing. Even if every one at the 
party were a Liberal it would make no 
diffisrence in his mind.' 

Mr. Agar-Robartes (L) was accordingly 
unseated.

WORCESTER ELECTION COMMISSION, 1906. 



The Commission^ consisting of Mr. £. 
Tindal Atkinson, K.(X, Mr. Horace Avory, 
K.C., and Mr. C. W. Mathews, sat at 
Worcester for many days, examined some 
250 witnesses, and on December 10th issued 
their Report. 

They foimd that the constituency as a 
whole was not corrupt, that there had been 
no evidence of corruption on the Liberal 
side, but that there existed in Worcester 
a class of voters, mostly of the needy and 
loafing class, approximating about 500, 
who were prei)ared to sell their votes for 
drink or money, and that that condition of 
affairs had existed during the whole time 
from the passing of the Corrupt Practices 
Act in IwS. They found that corruption 
on an organized system extensively pre- 
vailed at the election in 1906, but that the 
fact that it became known that spies were 
at work in the interest of the Liberals had 
done much to restrict the corruption which 
was indulged in by the Conservatives at 
that election. The fact, too, that the 
Liberals did not dis^bute money had the 
effect of reducing the amount expended 
in bribery. Ever/ effort had failed to dis- 
cover the source from which the funds for 
bribery were derived, but there was grave 
suspicion as to its source. They com- 



mented on the fact that the Conservative 
candidate had supplied £100 to Mr. Caldi- 
cott, one of the Conservative lectders in 
Worcester, who i)aid it into a separate 
account in a bank, and that he (Mr. 
Caldicott) paid this out to the salaried 
Secretary of the Conservative Association. 
They commented on the mutilation of the 
counterfoils of Mr. Caldicott's cheque- 
book; in their opinion the evidence of 
Mr. Caldicott and the Secretary of the 
Association was of a most unsatisfactory 
character, and left on their minds the 
impression that the whole truth was 
dehberately withheld. They stated that 
in their opinion the Conservative can- 
didate made the payment of £100 to 
Mr. Caldicott in good faith and through 
inadvertence. 

They reported 18 persons gruilty of bri- 
bery and treating, 72 guilty of bribery, 
6 guilty of treating, and 2 guilty of an 
illegal practice. Certificates of indemnity 
were granted by the Commissioners to aU 
these persons except 31. Among the per- 
sons from whom certificates of indemnity 
were withheld were Mr. Caldicott and 
Mr. Thornborrow, the Secretary of the 
Conservative Association, who were both 
found guilty of illegal practices.

* That this House is of opinion that the growth of expenditure on armaments

Compensates farmers for damage done by winged game, permits freedom 
of cropping, and provides for compensation for unreasonable disturbance of 
tenant 

* Alkali, &c. Works. (6 Edward VII. c. 14.) 

Consolidates and amends the Acts of 1881 and 1899. 

* Army Annual. (6 Edward VII. c. 2.) 

In addition to the usual clauses, abolishes flogging in military prisons. 

* Bills of Bxohange (1882) Amendment. (6 Edward VII. c. 17.) 

Amends Section 82 of the Bills of Exchange Act, 1882, by enacting that a 
banker receives payment of a crossed cheque for a customer under this Section, 
notwithstanding that he credits his customer's account with the amount before 
receiving payment. 

* Burials. (6 Edward VII. c. 44.) 

' Amends the law as to the consent of an owner or occupier of a dwelling 
house adjacent to a burial ground. 
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* Census of Produotion. (6 Edward VII. c. 49.) 

Provides for the compilation of statistics as to the home trade of the comitry, 
the census to be conducted under the supervision of the Board of Trade. 

* Charitable lioan Sooieties (Ireland). (6 Edward VII. c. 9S,) 

Remedies certain defects in previous Acts relating to loan societies in Ireland.

Provides that a mairriage with a deceased wife's sister contracted in a British 
colony and legal in that colony shall be legal in the United Kingdom.

Authorises the issue out of the Consolidated Fund of money to meet ex- 
penditure, and appropriates the issues to the sums voted in Supply. 

* Consolidated Fund (No. 1). (6 Edward VII. c. 1.) 

Authorises supplementary payments for the public services of the year 
ending March, 1906, and payments on account for the year ending March, 1907. 

* Crown Lands. (& Edward VII. c. 28.) 

Makes the President of the Board of Agriculture an additional Commissioner 
of Woods and Forests, adjusts the jurisdiction over foreshores of various depart- 
ments, and enables improvements and development of Crown lands to be under- 
taken.

Rearranges the revenues of the Deanery of Manchester. 

* Dogs. (6 Edward VII. c. 32.) 

Enables stray dogs to be seized, and makes the owners of dogs responsible 
for damage to horses, cattle, and sheep-worrying.

Gives power to School Boards, either singly or in combination, to make 
special provision for the education, medical inspection, and, where required, 
conveyance to and from school of epileptic, crippled, or defective children 
between five and sixteen years of age, and .to defray the cost out of the 
school fund.

Remedies defects in the law relating to inquests' in Scotland. 

* Fertilisera and Feeding Stuffs. (6 Edward VII. c. 27.) 

Compels persons who sell fertilisers and feeding stuffs to set out in the 
invoice the cnemicais and ingredients of which they are composed. 

* Finance. (6 Edward VII. c. 8.) 

Provides for revenue of the year 1906-7, reduces the duty on tea by Id, 
p«r pound, abolishes the coal tax, and adjusts the duty on stripped tobacco. 

Ground Game (Amendment). (6 Edward VII. c. 21.) 

Amends the Ground Game Act of 1880 by which the right of occupiers of 
moorland, &c., to kill ground game is extended. 

* Indian Railways Act Amendment. (6 Edward VII. c. 9.) 

Makes permanent the Act of 1894. 

* Isle of Man (Customs). (6 Edward VII. c. 18.) 

Reduces the duty on tea imported into the Isle of Man, and makes other 
alterations in conformity with the Finance Bill. 

* Justices of the Peace. (6 Edward VII. c. 16.) 

Abolishes the property qualification previously required of county magistrates. 

*Iiabourers (Ireland). (6 Edward VII. c. 37.)

A long and detailed measure amending the shipping law as it affects owners 
and seamen. It applies to foreign ships using our ports the regulations appUc- 
able to British ships, amends the existing laws relating to passenger and 
emigrant ships and to deck loads, fixes a good provision scale for sailors, and 
provides for certificated cooks, increased minimum space per man, and makes 
shipowners responsible for expenses when a seaman is ill. 

* Metropolitan Police (Oommission). (6 Edward VII. c. 6.) 

Create* a Commission to inquire into the conduct and practices of the police 
in certain parts of London. 

Municipal Gorporations. (6 Edward VII. c. 19.) 

Adds to the end of Sub-section {s) of Section \% of the Municipal Corpora- 
tions Act, 1889, the words, *• or any society registered under the Industrial and 
Provident Societies Acts, 1893 and 1895.' 

t Musical Copyright. (6 Edward VII. c. 36.) 

Makes it illegal and punishable to sell unauthorised copies of musicai 
compositions. 

* National Oalleries of Scotland. (6 Edward VII. c. 50.) 

Abolishes the Board of Manufactures, and sets up a Board of Trustees, 
seven in number, to manage the Scottish National Galleries. 

* Notice of Accidents. (6 Edward VII. c. 53.) 

Amends the law as to notice of accidents in mines, quarries, factories, and 
workshops. 

* Open Spaces. (6 Edward VII. c. 95.) 

Consolidates the law in relation to open spaces, and facilitates the transfer- 
ence to local authorities for public enjoyment of land held in trust for various 
public purposes. 

* Police (Superannuation). (6 Edward VII. c. 7.) 

Amends the law ss to retirement from the police force in a mannei 
advantageous to the force and the individual policeman, while at the same 
time relieving the burden on the rates. 
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*Po8t Offioe (liiteratare for the Blind). (6 Edward VII. c. 99.) 

Enables the Postmaster-General to make arrangements for literature used 
hj blind persons to be sent through the post at reduced rates. 

*Po8t Offioe (Money Orders). (6 Edward VII. c. 4.) 

Enables smaU sums of money to be sent to and from certain foreign countries 
and the United Kingdom. 

t Prevention of Oorrnption. (6 Edward VII. c. 34.) 

Makes it punishable to give or accept bribes, secret commissions, or other 
considerations to or from an agent in relation to his principal's affairs. 

* Public Trustee. (6 Edward VII. c. 55.) 

Establishes the office of PubUc Trustee, with special powers for the adminis- 
tration of small estates. In the case of other trusts, the Public Trustee may be 
appointed custodian trustee — he has the custody of the property administered 
by other trustees. The Public Trustee may also be appointed in a will or any 
other deed as trustee for any kind of private trust 

* Public Works lioans. (6 Edward VII. c. 99.) 

Authorises the Public Works Loan Commissioners to borrow money on 
national credit in order to lend to local authorities. 

* Recorders, Stipendiary Ma^strates, and Clerks of the Peace. 

(6 Edward VII. c. 4«.) 

Enables deputies and persons to act temporarily to be appointed to these 
offices. 

* Removal of Offensive Matter. (6 Edward VII. c. 45.) 

Makes the removal of offensive matter easier, by repealing part of a section 
of the Metropolitan Police Act, 1839. 

* Reserve Forces. (6 Edward VII. c. 11.) 

Allows men belonging to the army reserve to reside in the colonies. 

* Revenne. (6 Edward VII. c. 90.) 

Puts the very numerous manufactures which depend od the use of Industrial 
alcohol on an equal footing with similar industries abroad as regards the cost of 
the spirits, and creates machinery for checking the sale of bogus foreign wines. 

tSale of Intoxicating Uquors (Ireland). (6 Edward VII. c. 39.) 

Public-houses in Ireland are to close on Saturday nights at 10 in the towns 
(5000 population) and at 9 elsewhere. 

* Seamen's and Soldiers' False Characters. (6 Edward VII. c. 5.) 

Makes it an offence to forge a certificate of discharge of any seaman or 
soldier, or to use such a forgery in securing employment. 
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* Seed Potatoes Sapply (Ipeland). (6 Edward VII. c. 3.) 

M&kes provision with respect to loans and sale* for the purpose of supplying 
seed potatoes to occupiers of land in Ireland. 

SoIicitoFB. (6 Edward VII. c. 94.) 

Amends the law in relation to solicitors who have become bankrupt. 

* Statute liaw Reirision (Scotland). (6 Edward VII. c. 38.) 

Revises the pre-Union Law of Scotland, repeals unnecessary enactments 
which are obsolete, and puts the law into one volume instead of ten. 

+ Street Betting. (6 Edward VII. c. 43.) 

Increases the penalties for frequenting and loitering in streets and other 
public places for purposes of betting, and gives to the police the power to arrest 
without warrant persons offending against its provisions. 

* Trade Disputes. (6 Edward VII. c. 47.) 

Amends the law of conspiracy, permits peaceful picketing, and secures 
immunity for Trade Union funds, thus placing the Trade Unions in the posi- 
tion in which it was thought they were prior to certain recent decisions of the 
Courts. 

fTown Tenants (Ireland). (6 Edward VII. c. 54.) 

Provides compensation for improvements made by Irish town tenants that 
increase the letting value of the house. 

* Wireless Telegraphy. (6 Edward VII. c. 13.) 

Continues the Act of 1904 until December 31st, 1909. 

* Workmen's Compensation. (6 Edward VII. c. 58.) 

Resettles the law of workmen's compensation (the previous Acts of 1897 
and 1900 being repealed), includes for the first time six million workers 
(workers in workshops, seamen, postmen, clerks, shop assistants, and domestic 
servants),' provides that compensation shall be payable for injuries to health in 
certain scheduled dangerous trades, and amenos the law on a large number of 
points as to which the Act of 1897 in its working has been found defective.

THE FIGURES OF THE GENERAL ELECTION. 

We give in what follows a detailed ezaminaUon of the figures of the General 
Election. The statistics have been very carefully compiled, and may, we are confident, 
be taken as accurate. Where an assumption has been made as to uncontested seats, 
the details are in all cases set out. 

In the following statistics the word Liberal is used to cover Liberal and Labour. 
Votes cast for Labour candidates are treated as Liberal, since they were cast for Free 
Trade and against the late Government. Votes for all Unionist candidates, including 
Free-traders (e.g., Lord Hugh Cecil) and Tariff Reformers (e.flr., Mr. Benn) are counted as 
Unionist, except that the votes given for Mr. Arthur Elliot (Durham) and Mr. St. Loe 
Strachey (Edinburgh and St. Andrews Universities) are treated as Liberal. In two- 
member constituencies the votes cast for aU the candidates on either side are added 
together and divided by two. 
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It should be remembered that the number of votes cast is much higher than in 1900, 
ihanks to 

(a) the natural increase in the population, 

{b) the newness of the register (three months old in 1906 as compared with a year old 
In 1900), and 

(c) the gravity of the issues involved in the election. 



I. SUBOIABY. 



In round numbers :— 



(1) In London, 110,000 more persons voted, the Liberal increase being 120,000, and the 
Tory decretue 10,00a For every 4 Liberal votes in 1900, there are 7 in 1906. 

(2) In the Emgubh Boroughs the Liberal and Labour vote has increased by 253,000, 
the Tory decreased by 32,000— a net advantage of 28a,000 on a total poll of l,441,00a (The 
poll in 1900 was 1,220,000.) 

(3) In the English Counties, out of 452,000 added votes, 416,000 went to Liberalism 
and Labour, and only 36,000 to Unionism. 

(4) In Walbs, out of 45,000 additional votes, the Liberals have got 37,000, the Tories 
8000. 

(5) In SooTLAND the total poll has increased by 88,000 votes. Liberalism and Labour 
have taken all these, and, in addition, 24,000 Unionist votes, the total Liberal and Labour 
increeise being accordingly 110,000. 

(6) In Ireland the Nationalists are still as overwhelmingly powerful as ever.

m. VOTES AND SEATa 

The above figures show that on a total poll of nearly six wiiiif^^nff the Liberal and 
Labour majority in votes is 837,000, or (excluding Ireland) 637,000. If the Government 
only held as many seats as this vote majority entitled it to proportionally, this seat- 
majority would be 94. As a fact it is 354. 

But it must be remembered that there is often this disproportion. 

In 1895 the Tory minority in votes was 104,000 and in seats 152, though proportionately 
it should have been 14. In 1900 the Tory majority in votes was 123,000 and in seats 134, 
though proportionately it should have been 16. 

The Liberal seat and vote mioorities in 1906 are both the largest since 1832. 
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IV. THE DETAILS. 

In all oases we take the 1900 flgrtires as calculated in the Liberal Magazine for 
November, 1900 (at pages 510-^U). 

(a) London, 

In London are included the two West Hams and London University— sixty-two seats 
inaU. All these were uncontested in 1906. The figures are as follows :—

(b) English Boroughs, 

We now pass to the English Boroughs, London (and West Ham and London Uni- 
versity) excluded. (We include the Universities of Oxford and Cambridge.) In such 
constituencies there are 169 seats. Of these. 5 constituencies (including 2 two-member 
constituencies, and involving, therefore. 7 seats) were not contested in 1900, or were 
not contested between L. and C. In the cases of Carlisle, Hartlepool, and Liverpool 
(East Toxteth) we take the figures of the last contest. For the Universities of Oxford 
and Cambridge we give the Unionists 8000 votes, the Liberals 2000.

(e) English Counties. 

The number of constituencies is 234. Of these 17 were uncontested— 16 L., 1 Unionist 
(S.E. Durham). Jarrow and Accrington (where no Unionist stood) are also treated as 
uncontested. For these we calculate the figures as follows :— We find that in the con- 
tested constituencies 84 per cent, of the electorate voted. We take 84 per cent, of the 
electorate of the uncontested constituencies, and give 13 votes out of every 24 to the 
winning side, and 11 to the losing (this being the Liberal predominance in the contested 
seats).
